Isolation should extend 
to a1 cases, since the mildest attacks 
may be th * source of the most virulent 
ones, In in iduals with mild attacks are ’ 
not clinically ill. 
They can proceed 
with t heir ordinary occupations, and it 
is these elses that play an important : 
part in spreading the disease. 
Small 
pox is contagious from the earliest ac­ 
tive stage to the end of convalescence. 
Contact with, or proximity to, a pa­ 
tient goffering from small pox is apt to 
convey the poison with resulting danger. 
The contagion is carried by air, 
to 
what distance is not known, but all 
authors agree that it is considerable. 
One can readily see then that small 
pox is a highly infective disease and J 
requires something more than mere iso­ 
lation to control. 
Vaccination is the only preventative 
we have that can be depended upon to 
bring about happy results. 
In former

existed considerable prejudice against 
I ^adnation.

Contagious Discases and Their 
Prevention.

of clean linens, fresh air and sunlight, 
a fact th a t is net generally appreciated 
by the public. 
Ikimestic animals may 
be sources of infection. 
Cats and dogs 
may contract diphtheria from a child ill 
with this disease and in turn communi­ 
cate it to others. 
The conclusion is 
obvious, th a t cats and dogs should be 
excluded from the room of one ill with 
diphtheria or in fact any other desease. 
The physician and aurae in charge of 
diphtheria patients should In- careful 
regarding 
the patients coughing 
in 
their face. 
All abrasions on the skin 
should be carefully protected. 
All a t­ 
tendants should wear a gown of w ash­ 
able m aterial on entering the sickroom, 
discarding the same on leaving it. 
The hands should be washed and im­ 
mersed in an antiseptic solution before 
leaving. An excellent preventative is to 
keep the nose and mouth in a healthful 
condition. 
Any running of the nose 
should be immediately attended to by 
being treated with a 
mild alkaline 
spray or wash. 
All accumulations of 
crusts, dust and dried blood etc. should 
be removed from the nose twice daily, 
especially in children attending school 
or during the prevalence of diptheria. 
The teeth should be carefully cleaned 
daily and all decaying teeth should be 
filled or removed. 
Diphtheria attacks 
mucous surfaces and by keeping them 
in a good healthful condition the diph­ 
theria. germ has slight opportunity to 
g et a good sta rt in life. 
lf any one 
has had direct ej posure to diphtheria 
they should receive 
an 
immunizing 
dose of antitoxin. 
The amount varies 
from (50 to 500 units; this to be deter in- 
ined by the attending physician. 
I he 
length of time th a t a person should re­ 
main isolated in diphtheria bears an 
im portant relation to the spreading of 
the decease. 
Active diphtheria bacilli 
may remain in a th ro at or nose long 
a fte r the membrane has disappeared 
and the patient is convalescent 
and 
the desea se may be communicated by 
such throat to others. 
The only mean# 
we have of determining whether a con­ 
valescent has active bacilli in his threat 
or nose is by a microscopical examina­ 


tion of cultures taken from the sites 
mentioned. 
In scarlet fever the segregation for 
a long time of patients iii with this dis­ 
ease is the only method of preventing 
its prevalence. 
In small pox we have 
an effective 
aid in vaccination. 
In 
diphtheria, antitoxin limits the spread 
of the disease, but iii scarlet fever, in 
the light of our present knowledge, we 
must depend upon isolation. 
Scarlet 
fever is contagious from the time of 
initial vomiting until desquamation of 
the skin is complete, or as long as a 
disciiarge from the nose or ear exists. 
A patient then must be isolated until 
all evidences of these have completely 
disappeared. 
Disinfection as well as 
the jH*r»onal care of the attendants 
holds an important role in the prophy­ 
laxis of this disease under similir rules 
as laid down *n diphtheria. 
Scarlet fever is an air borne disea>e 
to a limited extent. 
line particles of 
desquamated skin may float in the air 
ami infect persona in the same room 
but to say that it can be carried from 
one end of town to another via the aer­ 
ial route is stretching matters too far 
ami such cases are usually a re.iult of 
direct contact. 
Measles, chicken pox and whooping 
cough need no especial mention except 
to warn you that they are contagious 
and to prevent a general spread of the 
iii sea se isolation and disinfection must 
be employed. 
Possibly every teacher 
here has had the discipline and order of 
her school demoralized by an epidemic 
of whooping cough in her classes. 
I 
admit, it is a relief to the family to be 
able to send a whooping cough sufferer 
to school and thereby give their racked 
nerves an opportunity to recuperate 
from the terrible outbursts of whoops 
that never seem to know when to end; 
but it is wrong and one needlessly ex ­ 
poses others and may be the source of 
serious complications in those of deli­ 
cate constitution, 
Small pox is an acute contagious dis­ 
ease and it may be assumed that in any 
community the disposition to small pox 
exists and only awaits the reception of 
the germ. 
Prophylaxis consists in re­ 
moving this disposition by vaccination
